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In Refugee Aid 



UN, N.Y., Nov. 29 — (UP) — 
The United Nations -pleaded with 
peoples and governments through- 
out the world today to grant Im- 
mediate haven and $10 million to 
tho thousands of Hungarian re- 
fugees streaming into Austria from 
Red terror. 

The appeal was made as the 
General Assembly waited for Se- 
cretary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
to report on his efforts to get 
himself or representatives named 
by him Into Hungary. 

Tho flood of Hungarians from 
their homeland into Austria has 
been so far above the original 
expectations that the U.N. refugee 
experts raised their fund-raising 
goal from $0.5 million to $10 mil 
lion. ■ 

The, latest figurés showed 66,000 
refugees had entered Austria from 



Hungary and only 22,000 of them 
had been taken to other countries 
so far. The dally rate of flow into 
Austria is about i,800 greater than 
the flow from Austria to other 
countries, posing a momentous 
refugee problem for that newly 
Independent nation. 

Even If the departure rate catch- 
es up to tho Influx, the U.N. 
figures at least 60,000 refugees will 
have to bo cared for on Austrian 
soil /or at least six months. 

Switzerland already has taken 
in 4,000; France 3,000; West Ger- 
many 3,600; Sweden 1,000; The 
Netherlands 2,000; Belgium 3,000; 
Italy 1,000 and The United . King 
dora 3,350. Only 610 refugees have 
come to' the U.S.A., and none to 
tho Latin-American countries. This, 
however, is largely due to the 
difficulty of arranging overseas 
transportation.
